GERMANY PLAYS A HIGH-HANDED GAME. 


Belief Expressed That Uncle Sam Will 
Yet Have to Retaliate. 

Wasnuruveron, D. C., Nov. 21.—Indications 
multiply to show the German Government is 
pursuing a repressive policy toward importe- 
tions from the United States that in the end 
may call for retaliation, The latest evidence 
is contained in a report from Consul Robert- 
son at Hamburg. He says a movement is be- 
ing set on foot by the German Government 
looking to complete exclusion of dried and 
evaporated apples from the United States, 
which are found tocontain more than a 
specified amount of zinc, supposed to have 
been taken up from the zinc frames 
on which the fruit is dried. As 
a result the trade would severely suffer. 
The Consul suggests that fruit dryers change 
their methods and use wooden frames. Iu- 
closures sent with reports from our con- 
sular agencies show the attacks made in Ger- 
man papers on American products have ex- 
tended to American seeds, clover, timothy, 
etc. Complaint comes from an important 
merchant in Hamburg against the require- 
ment that all American small arms shall be 
submitted to government test and 
proof before sale. He says tne 
additional cost of the process makes it impos- 
sible to sell American arms in competition 
with German arms. Inasmuch as Belgium 
and Great Britain saved their trade by secur- 
ing German recognition of the sufficiency of 
tests made at their own gun shops under 
government supervision he suggests that 
American gunmakers combine to secure the 
same privilege. 

) aun, Nov. 21.— The official prohibi- 
tion inst the landi of cattle and fresh 
meat from the United States is published 
here today. It gives as the reason for this 
prohibition the discovery of Texas fever 
among cattle recently brought here from the 
United States. 


CASE OF PLEURO-PNEUMONIA REPORTED 


Department Officials Think, However, the 
Englishmen Have Made a Mistxke, 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Nov. 21.—A cablegram 
was received at the Department of Agricult- 
ure today from the agent of the department 
in London announcing the English officials 
thought they had discovered a case of pleuro- 
pneumonia in one of the cattie shipped on 
the Maryland. Prompt action was taken to 
ascertain the facts in the case. All cattle are 
inspected and numbered in this country be- 
fore they are shipped. From the number of 
the diseased animal, which was given in the 
cablegram, it was ascertained by the rec- 
ords the animal came from Kentucky. 
An inspector was ordered to that 
State to examine the herd from 
which the animal came, to learn whether any 
signs of pleuro-pneumonia had appeared in 
the herd. Speaking of the matter Dr. Salmon, 
Chief of the Bureau of Animal Industry, said: 
We will be greatiy surprised if this is proved 
to be a case of pleuro-pneumonia. There has 
been no pleuro-pneumonia in this country for 
eighteen years. All cattie shipped, particu- 
lariy at this time of year, are subject to ex- 
posure at sea and they frequentiy contract 
pneumonia during the voyage, which is very 
different from pleuro-pneumonia and not at 
all dangerous. Doubtless this will turn out 
to be a case of that ort. 


PROTEST OFG. A. R. VETERANS ENTERED. 


They Object to Dismissal of Old Soldiers 
from the Gevernment Service. 

Wasuineron, D. C., Nov. 21.—Commander- 
in-Chief T. G. Lawler of the G. A. R. and his 
Adjutant-General, C. C. Jones, arrived here 
today to present to President Cleveland the 
resolution adopted by the national encamp- 
ment at Pittsburg pfotesting against the dis- 
charge of veterans of the late war from gov- 
ernment positions. They called at the White 
House and were received by Private Secretary 
Thurber. Mr. Lawler presented to Secretary 
Thurber the resolutions of the encampment. 
Gen. Lawler declined to make the statement 
public, but said it was a conservative pres- 
entation of the case based upon facts and 
couched in moderate and respectful terms. 
The organization had no political gends to 
serve and no desire to do injustice the ad- 
ministration. It is understood the reinstate- 
ment of some veterans who have been dis- 
charged is asked for. 


DISCOURAGING REPORTSON THEINDIANS 


Chippewas a Source of Great Trouble to 
' Hoke Smith’s Dep «rtment. 

Wasutnotron, D. C., Nov. 21.—One of the 
probiems with which Secretary Smith has to 
deal is the settlement of the Chippewa In- 
dians in Minnesota. For more than six years 
a commission has been constantly employed 
trying to have the Indians settle in one place, 
and if possible take lands in severalty and be- 
come of some use to themselves. The effects 
have been most discouraging.

WANT SOME REVENUE PAID IN GOLD. 


Bill Likely to Be Offered Having This 
Purpose in View. 

. Wasmineron, D. C., Nov. 21.—It is expected 
that very soon after the meeting of Congress 
a bill will be introduced to provide that a cer- 
tain percentage of the revenues of the govern- 
ment shall be paid in gold. It is doubtful 
whether during the short session this measure 
can be got through Congress, but à very de- 
termined effort, it is asserted, will be made in 
that direction. 

Up to 1:15 today no reports of gold qwith- 
drawals had been received at the Treasury 
from New York. By an error in the telegram 
received from New York yesterday the with- 
drawals were given as $400,000 in excess of 
the true amount. The actual withdrawals 
were $1,200,000. — 

The cash baiance in the Treasury today is 
$100,515,726; gold reserve, $59,054,249. 
This does not include Son gone, By withdraw. 
als, which leave the actual gold reserve at 
$57,854,249. 

The receipts from customs so far du 
the present month are $7,480,693; intern 
revenue, $5,169,040; miscellaneous sources, 
$912,389; making a total of 813.562.072. 
The expenditures amount to $22,160.000, 
making the deficit so far this month $8,597,- 
928. and for the period since July 1, 1894, 
$22,951,790. 

The Secretary of the Interior has approved 
requisitions on the Treasury for pension pay-

COST OF MAINTAINING THE NEW NAVY. 


During the Last Fiscal Year the Expense 
of the Establishment Was $31,370,144. 
Wasuinetor, D. C., Nov. 21.—The report 

of Paymaster-General Edwin Stewart of the 
navy for the fiscal year ending June 30 last 
is a document of unusual interest. The total 
amount expended on account of the naval es- 
tablishment for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1894. was $31,370,144, the largest item 
being $8,251,072 for payments on new ships 
in process of construction other than labor. 
One of the most interesting tables 
in the. report is that showing the 
cost o maintaining in com mission 
the various ships. During the period covered 
by the report the cost of the Chicago (second 
rate) was*$310,613; the Yorktown (third 
rate), $169,907, and the Petrel (fourth rate), 
$108,503. These figures afford an approxi- 
mate idea of the cost of maintaining vessels 
of the different classes. The cost of muin- 
tenance of the New York navy yard was 
$607,586; of the Pensacola navy yard, 
$540,341. These amounts include the cost

' SPAIN FORMULATING ANEW TARIFF, 


It Is Likely to Make Retaliation for Reci- 
procity Treaty Abrogations, 

Wasuinetor, D. C., Nov. 21.—Minister 
Muruaga said today that one of the most im- 
portant features of the new Spanish tariff will 
be its dealmg with United Stutes trade with 
Cuba, which trade was seriously uffected by 
that feature of the new American tariff abol- 
ishing reciprocity treaties, inciuding the one 
with Spain. Sefior Muruaga says it may be Feb- 
ruary before the measure passes its final stages. 
In other quarters belief is expressed that Con- 
gress, which will be in session through Janu- 
ary and February, while the Spanish Cortes 
is meeting, may take action to restore the 
trade relations with Cuba. This. it is said, 
could be accomp ished by admitting Cuban 
sugar at a lower rate than the present 40 per 
cent ad valorem,in return for which the 
Spanish tariff act undoubtedly would grant 
the United States a Cuban market for flour, 
breadstuffs, etc. 


METHODIST UNIVERSITY TO BE BUILT.

The structures will be of blue 
stone or granite. At some future time there 
will be established in connection with tne 
university a school of theology for the higher 
education of Methodists. It is intended the 
whole project shail involve $5.000,000. 


SPAIN IS BLAMELESS IN THE MATTER. 


Delay in Delivering the Columbian Relics 
Not Chargeable to That Nation. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 21.—Information 
gathered at the Navy Department throws a 
new light on the matter of the Columbian 
relics, and makes it evident the Spanish Gov- 
ernment is blameless and the criticism. upon 
its delay is not well founded. As a 
matter of fact the delay arose through 
an error of omission in the 
orders given Commander Brownson. He was 
instructed to deliver the relics at Madrid, so 
the Spanish Government was not chargeable 
with their trausportation from Cadiz to the 
capital. But no provision or authority was 
included in the Commander’s orders to meet 
the costs of this transportation. He cabled 
for such authority, and the goods were de- 
layed at Cadiz for a short time until the re- 
sponse came conferring the necessary author. 
ity to defray the expenses of transportation.

BY WHOM WAS THIS WALL BUILT? 


Strange Discovery ina Michigan Swamp 
fter Forest Fires.

AMENDING TSE ILLINOIS CONSTITUTION. 

There has been for many years incessant 
fault-finding among the politicians that the 
present Constitution tied up the Legisiature 
too closely; that it was impossible to make 
amendments which the progress of the State 
had made desirable, and that the only way to 
deal with the question was to calla constitu- 
tional convention and give the organiclaw a 
thorough overhauling. 

While these politicians say that they are 
actuated mainly by love of the poor man 
Tue Trreune knows their underlymg motive. 
They want the Constitution revised so that the 
limitations on indebtedness and the restric- 
tions on taxation may be swept away. These 
Court-House politicians have seen the tax- 
payers accumulating property, and they want 
to get at it. They do notavow their inten- 
tions, but they have long been whetting their 
knives to carve up the taxpayers when they 
get a chance. Nevertheless, this paper is 
wiliing to take these politicians at their word, 
and give them an opportunity to amend those 
constitutional provisions which they say are 
too rigid or too much behind the times. 

The Illinois Constitution provides that the 
General Assembly shall have no power to pro- 
pose amendments to more than one article of 
this Constitution at the same session, nor to 
the same ‘article oftener than once in four 
years.” The intention was to protect the new 
organic law from incessant attempted tinker- 
ing while it was süll green, and before the 


people had had a fair opportunity to see how 


it worked. But that difficulty of amending, 
while well enough at the outset, has become 
an exceedingly irksome restriction. It is a 
hard task to secure desirable or needful 
modifications of the Constitution. 

Two years ago an amendment was sub- 
mitted giving the Legislature authority to lay 
before the people two amendments at the 
same session. This was defeated by the Aus- 


tralian ballot, rather than by the people. Had 


the proposition been printed on a separate 
piece of paper a great majority of the voters 
in the State would have declared themselves 
in the affirmative. long as proposed con- 
stitutional changes are tucked away in one 
corner of a blanket ballot they will not receive 
a majority of the total vote, no matter how 
desirable they may be. So long as only one 
amendment can be submitted at atime the 
process of making changes will be exceed. 
ingly slow, especially as there is often a con- 
test in the Legislature between rival amend- 
ments which — is neither being sub- 
mitted. 

It is claimed thet the people desire to mod- 
ify at this moment several of the articles of 
the Constitution. Ifit be true that a large 
majority want changes made they should be 
given an opportunity to say so. Will the law- 
vers put their heads together and say whether 
the following plan will or will not be likely to 
meet with the sanction of the Supreme Court 
provided it has first had the sanction of the 


| voters at the polls. 


Supposing that next J anuary two-thirds of 
the members of each House vote in favor of 
an emendment to the fourteenth article to 
the effect that the General Assembly may sub- 
mit more than one, say three or four, amend- 
ments instead of one at the same session, and 
to the further effect that any amendments 
which may be submitted and voted on in 
1806, and which receive a total majority of 
all the votes cast, shall be held to have been 
lawfully submitted and properly ratified. 

Then supposing that in February, 1895, the 
Legislature agrees to submit a second amend- 
ment abolishing minority representation, and 
that in March it agrees on a third one to the 
revenue article and in April it agrees ona 
fourth relating to some Cook County reforms. 
Supposing that when November of 1896 
comes these different amendments are print- 
ed in the order of their passage on a separate 
ballot, distinct from the names of candidates, 
and each voter is given one of these ballots 
and asked to mark it yes or “no” for 
each proposition. 

Supposing it was found on canvassing the 
votes that the first amendment had not re- 
eéived a majority of all the votes. Then it 
would be admitted that ali the other amend- 
ments had failed, even if they had got a ma- 
jority sanction. 

But, supposing that the first amendment re- 
ceived a clear constitutional majority, and all 
or most of the others did also. Then what 
would the Supreme Court hold was the status of 
the second, third, and fourth amendments, if 
they had received the necessary majority of 
votes? Would not it hold that under the pro- 
visions of the first amendment the others be- 
came valid? The law provides that the mo- 
ment the State Board of Canvassers has as- 
certained that an amendment has received a 
constituuonal majority it becomes a part of 
the Constitution. If the first amendment is 
canvassed first and its adoption proclaimed 
first, it is part of the Constitution. How can 
the three other amendments be held to be un- 
constitutional in that case? 

The lawyers might amuse themselves by 
looking up the precedents in other States. 
Tuas Tuo is of the opinion that, precedents 
or no precedents, the Supreme Court would 
decide in accordance with the wishes of the 
people if they showed clearly and decisively 
by their votes that they wanted the first and 
one or all of the other amendments to become 


a part of their organic la w. 


Thus Tun Tano has suggested for the 
benefit of the politicians a method of amend- 
ing the Constitution far more expeditious 
than the present one, Let them go ahead and 
utilize it if they want to. This paper pre- 
dicts, however, that if the number of amend- 
ments which can be submitted at one time 
were much increased, still the politicians 
would not dare to lay before the people those 
amendménts which they really want adopted. 
They would not venture to ask the people 
whether they were willing to give greater 
power to municipal authorities to put blanket 
mortgages on the property of a community, 
for they know it would be rejected indignant. 
ly. They would not dare for a similar reason 
to give the tax-eaters power to collect from 
the taxpayers all they wanted to. The poli- 
ticians think they might smuggle steals into 


a brand-new Constitution. They know they |

may redraft them in a manner weapons 
protect both voters and ballot boxes. Viewed 


in the light of the recent election, when 
thousands of Republican voters were disfran- 


chised by gargs of Democratic thugs, indi- 
rectly helped by the police, no one can dis- 
pute the urgent necessity of the work upon 
which Mr. Crafts is engaged. 

In aceomplishing this unportant business 
Mr. Cratts will do a great service to Ohicago 
if he will incorporate three measures in his 
draft of the city election la we: 1. The law 
should secure speedier means of contesting 
Mayoralty elecuons when grounds for such 
contests appear. As Tue Txreune already has 
said, as the law stands the contestee has thirty 
days to answer in. Let the contestant go 
into court the day after an election if he 
chooses and produce what evidence he has, 
Then let the contestee produce instanter his 
rebutting evidence if he has any. Technicali- 
ties which involve delay are sadly out of 
place where the title to an office is concerned. 

2. The law should be 80 fixed as to leave the 
decision of disputes as to regularity of nomi- 
nations to the Central committees of parties. 
State or county officers should not be allowed 
to intervene unless the political committees 
fail to act. Tun Trreune already has illus- 
trated the unfairness of leaving these disputes 
to State officials by reference to their action 
im the First and Fourth Legislative Districts. 
It repeats its suggestion: After 1896 tne 
State officers will be all Republicans. How 
would the Democrats like it if the Repub- 
licans were to pick out their legislative candi- 
dates, pass on the regularity of Democratic 
conventions, and determine whether there 
should be one or two Democratic candidates 
in a district, and whether he or they should 
be real or only sham Democrats? 

8. The election law should Le further 
amended so as to provide for four judges at 
each voting place, as is done in New York, 
instead of three as at present, giving two to 
each party. In that way there will not be 
that constant temptation to overreach which 
prevails when the judges stand two to one. 
The decisions of the judges will be more im- 
partial and satisfactory. If the two on one 
side attempt to doanything out of the way 
the two on the other side will retaliate and 
thus everything will be on the lines of fair 
play. 

Tse Trreunsz believes that the revision of 
the election lawa is in good hands. Mr. Crafts 
partly contributed to the passage of the 
amendments to these laws two years ago. 
His action at that time and the interest he 
now displays in this matter argue that he is 
in favor of giving to voters the largest meas. 
ure of protection and contributing whatever 
he can towards maintaining the purity of the 
ballot- box. For these reasons Tun Triscunz 
urges him with all the more confidence that 
he will give the three propositions stated in 
this article his favorable consideration. 


THE TARIFF PLATFORM OF ILLINOIS RE- 
PU BLICANS, 

Last June 1,400 Republican delegates met 
in State convention at Springfield for the 
purpose of nominating candidates and of set- 
ting forth the principles of the Republicans 
of Illinois. Among those delegates were rep- 
resentatives from Sangamon. There were 
also many of those whipper-snapper poli- 
ticians silent then, but offensively noisy now, 
who are busied at this time pasemg on the 
eligibility of men to be candidates before a 
Republican caucus and asserting that no one 
who will not pronounce their shibboleth shall 
be admitted. ; 

That convention, after a two days’ session, 
formulated a party creed, It contained no 
indorsement of the McKinley law. It did 
not make the acceptance of it a test of party 
loyalty, It did not say that the mission of 
the Republican party was to restore that law 
to the btazute books. It did not say that the 
Republicans who had voted against, or re- 
fused to vote for it in 1890 and 1892 were 
traitors and scoundrels whom the party was 
better withoutand whom it did not want. 
What the platform did say was this: 

Weearnestly maintain the right and justice of 
the American doctrine of protection to American 
industries. In raising the necessary revenue to 
maintain the government we are in favor of such 
duties on competing exports as will best tend to 
the development of the resources of our own 
country. of the labor of our people performed at 
wages which put the comforts of life within easy 
reach and secure good prices for the products 
alike of our farms, our mines, and our work- 
shops, and we believe that articles that cannot be 
successfuily produced in this country, except lux - 
uries, should be placed upon the free iist. We 
further believe that without labor there is no 
such thing as raw material of any 8 or 
marketable value, and no tangible thing of value 
that it does not require labor to produce or 
utilize. and hence the importation of so-called 
raw material free of duty is an interference with 
the system of protection to- American labor and 
should only be permitted when the raw material 
is unobtainable in.our own country. 

We denounce as unwise and un-American the 
provisions of the so-called Wilson tariff bill, mod- 
ified in the Senate by the injection of weak and 
inconsistevt attempts to protect special interests, 
as now pending in Congress, and we charge the 
Democratic party with the sole responsibility for 
the effort to destroy our tariff system, which bas 
been proven the greatest boon to the great mass 
of American citizens. 


This is the last official declaration of the 
Repubiicans of Illinois. Who ‘has authority 
to add anything to or take anything from it? 
Certainly not office-hunting editors of large 
orsmall papers who, so ignorant that they 
cannot help their party during a campaign, 
have sufficient malicious intell gence to 
enable them to harm it after victory has been 
won by the exertions of others. 

Where does the atrabilious editor of the 
Inter-Ocean or any other office-craving editor 
in Illinois get the authority to put the McKin- 
ley bill at the top of the Republican flagpole 
and say that whoever does not take off his hat 
to it must be led off to political execution? 
Have not these editors waited a little too 
long? They should have spoken out at the 
State convention and demanded a platform 
denouncing the Wilson bill and pledging the 
party to substitute the McKinley bill for it at 
the first opportunity. 

They were silent at the convention. They 
were silent during the campaign. Not one of 
them dared to make the reénactment of the 
McKinley law the issue of the contest. No 
speaker did that. Not even McKinley himeelf 
did that. Cullom when asked plump by Mac. 
Veagh if he was for the reénactment of the 
McKinley law, refused to answer in the af. 
firmative, What is the justification, then, for 
this present demand on the part of these in- 
finitesimal editors that those who will not say 
it is the mission of the Republican party to ro- 
enact the McKinley law shall be told to go 
and vote with Democrats, as they are not 
wanted in the Republican party? 

There is no justification unless dense ignor- 
ance, pitiful malice, and a craze for petty 
offices can be called such, If the party has to 
be purged, and if any individuals have to be 
cast out itis much better that the expelled 
ones should be these malignants, these mar- 
plots, these men of few ideas—and those 
smail ones—these men who are never happy 
unless they are imposing mischief-making 
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for the McKinley bill. Not one of them will 
dare to do it. He will remember 1890 and 
1892 and will refuse to blunder a third time. 


NEEDED MUNICIPAL REFORM. 

The most important subject which will 
come up at the next session of the Legislature 
of this State, beginning in January, will be 
the reform of municipal government. There 
is a crying need for such reform in this city 
and it should be a sweeping one. The city 
administration controls the police force, 
which is supposed to be charged with the duty 
of preserving the public peace and arresting 
offenders against persons and property of 
citizens. It controls the water supply and 
taxes the people for the lighting of their 
streets. It supervises the sewerage system of 
the city and the work of paving and keeping 


clean the streets and alleys. It is supposed to 


direct and by its paid servants perform the 
inspection of buildings and the department 
which, as far as possible, prevents the rav- 
ages of fire. It maintains a sanitary force 
for looking after the health of the city, and 
especially for holding in check the spread of 
contagious diseases. It appointe the mem- 
bers of the School Board, and thus becomes 
responsible for the numerous follies as well as 
the excellent features of the system by which 
the rising generation is taught and trained. 
It has its inspectors of steam boilers, elevat- 
ors, oil, gas, etc., and in many other ways 
watches the people and their actions, on the 
theory that such watching of the individual 
is for the greater good of the community as a 
whole, The lives as well as the comfort and 
the property of the people are to a large ex- 
tent supervised and even dominated by the 
municipal. administration, which taxes them 
roundly for the service and makes them pay, 
too, 

The enumeration of these duties shows what 
a seandalous thing Hopkinsism is, because 
Hopkinsism means the abandonment, the 
dropping, and leaving undone of these multi- 
farious activities. It means the diverting of 
some fifteen or eighteen million doliars per 
year of civic revenue and of the services of 
the many men who are paid out of that 
money from their legitimate purpose. It is 
to use the money and the men for an utterly 
illegitimate purpose in order to enable a mi- 
nority of voters in Coos County to elect mis- 
Representatives in Congress and to elect 
members of the State Legislature whom the 
majority do not want. It is to elect county 
and other officers against the will of the ma- 
jority through this prostitution and perver- 
sion of the functions of municipal govern- 
ment. 

This must be stopped, and it must be done 
by the State Legislature. To this end the 
Civic Federation ought to go right ahead 
and prepare as speedily as may be the meas- 
ures to be presented for passage as laws at 
the State Capitol. The federation and its 
work must not be diverted from the main 
question. It may be that backsliding news- 
papers whose past zeal for reform has been 
cooled by political considerations will try to 
throw obstacles in the way of the Civic Fed - 
eration and hinder its ysefulness. But that 
organization, while deploring and dropping a 
tear over the fall of the weak sisters from 
grace, should press on in its mission. It 
must know that the Legislature which will 
meet the month after next is more favorably 
inclined towards reform than any one which 
has met in the last decade. Nor is it to be 
assumed that Gov, Aitgeld will veto bills of 
this character, for he occasionally has shown 
that his feelings are rather enlisted in favor 
of social reforms of the kind proposed. It 
therefore is to be assumed that he will do 
what is right in signing any measure laid be. 
fore him which will tend to the cleaning out 
of the Augean ‘stable of corruption situated 
on the Court-House Square and to endure a 
reasonably good administration of our mu- 
nicipal government for the future. 


JAPAN DECLINES WITH THANKS. 

After patient and careful consideration the 
Japanese Government has sent its reply to 
the note of United States Minister Dun ask- 
ing whether it would be agreeable for Japan 
if the United States shouid tender its good 
offices towards the restoration of peace as 
between Japan and China. The reply is 
couched in terms of politeness and also of 
regret. While appreciating the friendly sen- 
timents of the people and government which 
bave led to this proffer Japan is of opinion 
that its success thus far in the war has been 
such that China should approach Japan di- 
rectly in this matter. 

The position of Japan is entirely correct 
and the rep.y is what might have been ex- 
pected. A similar reply would have been 
made by any other nation under similar cir- 
curmstances. In addition to this the disparity 
of the two nations in size, population, and 
strength adds to the propriety of Japan’s 
deciination of good offices from any other 
nation. Japan is a nation of 80 millions and 
China a nation of 300 millions. At the out- 
set of the war every one expected it would be 
of short duration and confidently looked for- 
ward to the time when little Japan would be 
overwhelmed by sheer force of arms and be 
at the mercy of its huge enemy. In place of 
that Japan has shattered or scattered the 
Chinese fleets. It has ariven the Chinese out 
of Corea and holds possession of th. Hermit 
Kingdom, It bas invaded China itself, dis- 
persed or slaughtered every force it has en- 
countered, taken possession of its strategic 
points, broken all its communications, and is 
now threatening its capital and principal 
cities. Ina word the littie fellow has the big 
fellow down and is holding him down with a 
deadly clutch. It is with nations as with 
individuals. The fellow whois under is the 
one to ask the fellow on top to 
let go. He is the one to ory, 
„ Hold, enough. And when the fellow 
on top is the smaller of the two, all the more 
reason is it that the bystanders should let 
him alone and let him pound away until the 
dig one acknowleges he has enough and is 
ready to behave himself in the future. It is 
to be hoped, therefore, that no nation will in- 
tervene in this contest. They should be al- 
lowed to fight it out, and it would be a bless- 
ing to the whole world if Japan were to keep 
on pounding China until it had pounded the 
old fossilized ideas out of its head and pound- 
ed Western ideas of civilization into it. Ja. 
pan is right in declining the proffer of the 
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action necessary to be taken by reference to 


the ordinance which he introduced in the 
Council. some years ago, It provides fora 
civil service department, affecting not only 
the police but every other department of the 
city. Its rules require competitive examina- 
tions, promotions for merit ouly, no removals 
except for cause, and no political coercion. 
It provides that no one shall be discharged 
for his political opinions and prohibits all po- 


litical assessments, besides providing numer- | 
ous other checks and safeguards which, if 


adopted, conduce tuwards honest governmeat 
and non-partisan municipal service. So far 
as it goes the Hamline ordinance is an ex- 
cellent one, 

The Mayor’s idea in establishing this com- 
mission, or at least his ostensible idea, was 
to take the police out of politics, This is not 


going far enough. The people of this city 


want not only the police but the Department 
of Public Works, the Health Department, the 
School Board, and every other city depart- 
ment taken out of politics, Most of all the 
people want the Mayoralty taken out of poli- 
tics so that no future Mayor may have it in 
his power to nullify the civil service regula- 
tions and renew the disgraceful, infamous 
scenes which took place at the recent election, 
when the police stood by and saw voters beat- 
en by the O'Malley thugs and when the time 
of the city employés was worse than wasted. 
The people do not want to witness again the 
spectacle of their employés taken from the 
city business and set to the work of electing 
men to misrepresent the city. That was 
worse thanif those 12,000 men had been 
taken from their jébs and set to work at Ar- 
mour’s or at Deering or on the Drainage 
Canal. While not doing anything for the city 
they would at least have been engaged in 
productive labor. As it was they produced 
nothing but wrath, indignation, and a furious 
de:oand for reform. Let the vommission go 
abead and submit its plan. It may have good 
ideas. But let it remember that the only true 
basis of reform is to get the Mayor out of 
politics, Then the rest will follow.

GIVE THE PEOPLE WHAT THEY WANT. 

That Chicago Republican paper which 
makes a specialty of drawing up narrow pro- 
hibitory creeds for the Republican party and 
of laying down standards of orthodoxy and 
tests of loyalty, the adoption of which would 
keep the party in the minority for decades if 
the Democrats did not blunder wildly, says 
that the adverse verdict of the people on 
the McKinley bill in 1890, reaffirmed in 
1892, had been reversed in 1894. 

Nothing of the sort. The vote of 1804 was 
acondemuation of Democratic crimes, not 
an indorsement of Republican blunders, The 
people did not pass this month on the acts 
of a Republican administration, but those of 
a Democratic one. They did not approve of 
the McKinley bill, for it was not before them. 
They simply disapproved of the Wilson-Gor- 
man bill, 

For some years the peopie have been try- 
ing to teach the politicians what they do want. 
In 1888 they notified the Democrats they did 
not want the Mills bill, Thereupon the Re- 
publicans went too far and passed the Mc- 
Kinley bill, which the people said in 1890 
aud 1892 went too far in the other direction. 
The Democrats, mistaking the repudiation of 
the McKinley bill for an indorsement of free 
trade, went too far in the Wilson-Gorman 
bill. The voters have just served notice on 
them to that effect. 

Will the Republican politicians take notice 
of the wishes of the people or will they not? 
If they do not they will get drubbed in 1896, 
The people have said they want something 
which does not go as far as the Mills bill on 
one side or the McKinley bill on ‘he other. 
If ignurant politicians say you must have 
the McKinley bill again willy nilly ” 
then those politicians will find themselves left 
out in the cold and the osher fellows will 
have the offices. The people want a moder- 
ate tariff, not so low as to hurt wages and not 
so high as to foster trusts and enable monopo- 
lies to charge double prices and cheat their 
workmen out of their share of these ex- 
orbitant gains. If the Republican party will 
give them that it can have their votes for- 
ever. If pivayune editors and peanut poli- 
ticians persuade the party to defy the clearly. 
expressed wishes of the voters then the Re- 
publicans can go into exile till Democratic 
stupidity recalls them.

DELIVER COLUMBUS RELICS AT MADRID. 


Officers of U. 8. 8. Detroit Receive Shabby 
Treatment from Officers at Cadiz, 
Mam, Nov. 21.—The officers of the De- 
troit have met with rather shabby treatment 
at the hands of the Spanish Government, in 
spite of the Madrid Government assertions to 
the contrary. Commander Willis H. Brown- 
son of the Detroit waited at Cadiz for three 
days while the government decided upon the 
conveyance of the Columbus relics to Madrid. 
At the end of that time Commander Brown- 
son had not received the slightest reply to his 
communication on the subject, and not the 
slightest notice had been taken of it. Ihe 
commancer thereupon decided to deliver the 
relics himself and cabled to Washington for 
instructions. The military authorities of the 
port permitted the landing of the cases and 
their escort of nine officers and twelve ma- 
tines. To this force the Spanish authorities 
added a body of native troops; but the com- 
mander of the Detroit and the Secretary of 
the United States Legation had to buy railroad 
tickets for the whole escort, which amounted to 
an expenditure of $600. The Spanish Gov- 
ernment is being bitterly criticised for its 
failure to take proper action in this matter. 
Count Casu Valencia in the Senate yesterday 
said Spain has been rendered ridiculous in the 
eyes of the United States and of the world. 
The Madrid newspapers take the same tone, 
although the citizens of Madrid are trying to 
efface the neglect of the government officials, 
and as a result the Americans are the lions of 
the hour and are being treated to bull fights 
and banquets and permitted to see ail the 
sights free of cost. 
To Revise the Spanish Tariff System. 
The Minister. of Finance, Senor Salvador, 
has submitted a bill to the Chamber, author- 
izing the government to revise the existing 
tariff on the understanding the revision will 
not interfere with the treaties of commerce 
already ratified and the import duties are not 
to be reduced below the scale of treaties not 
yet voted by Parliament. In addition the 
government will be authorized to extend re- 
vised import duties to nations willing to 
grant reciprucity. Portugal and the Spanish 
American republics alone will enjoy special 
treatment which will not be extended to other 
nations. 


MAY OPEN THE DARDANELLES AT ONCE 


It Is Said the Strait Witi Be Opened to the 
Men-of-War of All Nations, 

Lorpox, Nov. 21.—The St. James Gazette 
this afternoon gives prominence to an articie 
in which it says itis rumored a rapproche- 
ment has taken place between Russia and 
Eugland and that it is possible the strait of the 
Dardanelles, which has been closed to Rus“ 
sian and other men-of-war since the signing 
of the treaty of 1841, which was confirmed 
by the Paris treaty of 1856, will shortly be 
opened to men- of- war of all nations. Acéord- 
ing to the Gazette this matter is the talk in the 
diplomatic circles of several of the capitals of 
Europe, in fact little else is taiked about now. 

The Gazette points out the opening of the 
Dardaneiles to foreign warships would have a 
disastrous effect upon England; that it would 
necessitate a great increase in the British 
Mediterranean fleet. It would seem there is 
some basis for the report the Dardanelles are 
to be opened to the passing of Russian and 
other men-of-war, for a dispatch [rom Odessa 
to the London Times, tabled exclusively to 
the Associated Press last night. says a num- 
ber of troops from the military district of 
Odessa have been ordered to proceed to Vlad- 
ivostock and from the Russian war port to 
the northeast of Corea. 

It was asserted these reinforcements are 
dispatched to the East entirely on account of 
the war with China and Japan. It should be 
added, however, this is not the first time ves- 
sels of the Russian volunteer fleet have passed 
through the Dardanelles on their way to 
Viadivostock. 


MESSINA FEELS ANOTHER EARTHQUAKE 


No Further Damage Done Though the 
State of Panic Continues. 

Rome, Nov. 21.—A dispatch from Messina, 
Sicily, says a short though violent earthquake 
shock was experienced there today. No fur- 
ther damage, however, has been done, al- 
though the state of panic continues. Relief 
funda for the earthquake sufferers have been 
opened throughout Italy and the military 
commanders in the afflicted districts have 
been ordered to give every assistance to the 
sufferers by providing them with tents and 
bread. The earthquake shock toda: was felt 
also in Calabria, Catania, and the Island of 
Lipari. At Messina a religious procession 
passed through the streets today headed by 
Cardinal Guiseppe Guarino, Archbishop of 
Messina, offering up prayers for the safety of 
the inhabitants. The Cathedral was closed in 
order to avoid a disaster in the event of re- 
newed earthquake shocks.

Wasurxetor, D. Ca Nov. 21.—The State 
Department has received a cable reply from 
Japan, through Minister Dun at Tokio, to the 
United States’ suggestion of mediation. The 
Japanese Legation at Washington has also 
received from the Foreign Office in Japan a 
cable saying the reply had been made and 
giving the terms. Both were received here 
Sunday afternoon. The fact they had been 
sent first became known through a dispatch 
to the Associated Press from Tokio, This 
much having become known the officials here 
make no further concealment of the details of 
the reply. 

The cable to Secretary Gresham is accom- 
panied by unusual dignity and formality in 
having the imperial sanction of his Majesty, 
the Emperor of Japan. It is rareiy the Em- 
peror speaks in diplomatic negotiations, so 
his action in this cage is evidence of Japan's 
desire to express its appreciation of the course 
of the United States, The message is in two 
parts, the firat giving imperial expression. of 
good will and saying the success of the Jap- 
anese arms had been such that China 
should approach Japan directly. The second 
part is more directiy from Minister Dun and 
expresses the view of the Japanese Foreign 
Office. As China has no Minister at Tokio to 
submit a direct proposition it could be made by 
China through Minister Dun. The cables to 
Minister Kurino are substantially the same. 
The replies were decided on at a special meet- 
ing of the Japanese Cabiuet Saturday. and were 
sent from Tokio Saturday night. The tone 
of the reply and the expressions of Imperial 
good will give much satisfaction to the offi- 
cials here. 

Japan's Minister Co-operates. 

At the outset Secretary Gresham consulted 
Minister Kurino, as there was no desire to 
take action which would be otherwise than 
agreeable to Japan. At a conference Secre- 
tary Carlisle was present. The entire purpose 
of this country was made clear, It was made 
clear President Cleveland had no desire to 
mediate the trouble, but, on the con- 
trary, felt the exercise of the good 
offices of the United States might en- 
tail a serious burden and _  responsibil- 
ity and possibly excite ultimate feeling, 
Unaer these circumstances no action would 
be taken if Japan thought it would create an 
awkward situation. Particular stress was 
laid on the fact Japan would be entirely free 
to act as it saw fit, and that the entire pro- 
ceeding was due to the belief that this coun- 
try was in a position to render a service to 
both belligerents. These sentiments were 
cordially reciprocated by Minister Kurino, so 
Mr. Gresham had the codperation of the 
Japanese Minister before the message was 
transmitted to Japan through Minister Dun. 

A new acd important situatioa is now pre- 
sented by Japan's propo-ition that China 
make a direct offer through Minister Dun at 
Tokio. Following the usual course the State 
Department has notified Mr, Dun and aiso 
Minister Denby at Pekin they are at 
liberty to transmit from China to Ja- 
pan such direct peace overtures as the 
former desired to make. It is now for China 
to formulate its offer to Minister Denby. He 
in turn will transmit it to Minister Dun as 
China's direct offer. Tlereply of Japan is 
so conciliatory and receptive that it is pointed 
out Minister Dun’s skill as a diplomat has 
scope for conspicuous service in terminating 
the war. 

European Powers Will Co-operate. 

The action of European powers upon the 
new phase of the question is now awaited with 
much interest. It is believed, however, from 
official information received here Russia, 
Italy, and Germany will certainly look with 
favor on China's dealing through Minister 
Dun. The same sources indicate Austria 
probably will give its adherence. The posi- 
tion of Germany has been so closely ana!- 
ogous to that of the United States that it has 
been a question pf doubt within the last 
few days whether Germany might not 
be substituted for the United States 
in the offer of mediation. As there 
isto be no mediation Germany's position 
still remains favorabie to an adjustment along 
the lines suggested by Japan. Italy has al- 
ready notified the allied powers it cannot con- 
sent to forcible intervention. Great Britain 
has favored the recent offer of mediation by 
the United States on the grounds it would 
save China from utter destruction and thus 
preserve the British trade with China. Under 
these circumstances, it is believed by officials 
and diplomats, the European powers cannot, 
with propriety, interfere with any offer which 
China wishes to make directly through United 
States Minister Dun. 

The achievement of the Associated Press in 
presenting the exclusive information of Ja- 
pan’s declination of the offers of mediation is 
exciting quite as much comment in official 
diplomatic and newspaper circles at Washing. 
ton as the declination itself. All Associated 
Press papers had the information last night 
and the morning papers printed it this morn- 
ing. The United Press was without a line on 
the subject or upon the official notes passed 
between China and Japan. Today in mak- 
ing efforts to catch up with the pub. 
lished report of the Associated Press it 
changed the phraseology and sent it out twelve 
hours late. In the meantime the United 
Press failed to secure today’s important de- 
velopments that Minister Kurino had been 
officially notified of the declination, and the 
Emperor of Japan had taken the unusual 
course of giving imperial sanction to the re- 
ply. In the general panic of this press asso- 
ciation it also sent its clierits positive misin- 
formation, as it overlooked the important fact 
that while Japan's answer was in terms a dec. 
lination it was in effect an acceptance of 
Minister Dun as the one through whom 
China might make its offer. 

Loxpox, Nov. 22.—In a leader this morn- 
ing the Post says Japan's repiy to the United 
States shows the error of approaching Japan 
at the present juncture otherwise than by 
united action. China cannot hope for Euro. 
pean sympathy. It must face the inevitable. 
Its delay in suing for peace only ineans the 
payment of an increased indemnity and fur- 
ther humiliation. 


REFORM IN THE CHINESE ARMY IS SLOW 


Prince Kung Finds It Hard to Contend

of his power, finding it hard to contend 
against Chinese obstruction. Viceroy Li 
Hung Chang shows no sign of leaving Tien 
Tsin.

He always held the 
Americans in affectionate memory, but used 
to complain good naturediy that Americans 
call concerts ‘shows.’ His beautiful villa in 
Peterhof, sixteen miles from St. Petersburg, 
was built entirely with money made in 
America. There Rubinstein kept open 
house.“ Anybody who knew him could come 
todinner. He was essentially democratic— 
could not fawn upon grand folk. Mme, 
Rubinstein is a sister of the famous Mme. 
Arapoff, under whose influence Prince Bis- 
marek was supposed to be a long time ago.“ 

Sr. Purerssure, Nov. 21.—The death of 
Rubinstein, the celebrated pianist and com- 
poser, which occurred Tuesday morning at 
Péterhof, was unexpected. He was playing 
cards untill 11 o’clock and was in the best of 
spirits. His wife, at midnight, went to his 
room to bid him good-night. Rubinstein then 
appeared to be enjoying his usual health. At 
2 o’clock in the morning Mme. Rubinstein 
heard cries from the direction of her hus- 
band’s bedroom and running to his door she 
found him standing up near the entrance with 
a bed cover around his shoulders. He was 
crying with pain and gasped: A doctor, a 
doctor. I am choking.” Two physicians 
were hastily summoned, but all their efforts 
to save the sufferer's life were unavailing and 
he died in their presence, 

Five days before his death he breathed with 
difficulty and had pains in his left hand. He 
continued in his study, but by degrees the in- 
creasing weakness of his whole body and in- 
tense pain in his hand prev him fm 
working. He spent hours on a sofa. Mon- 
day evening he felt much better and played 
cards. His friends and admirers have sent 
quantities of exotics to surround his coffin. 
All the members of the conservatoire at- 
tended a requiem for the repose of his soul. 

Lonpox, Nov. 22.—A dispatch to the 
Times from St. Petersburg says the doctors 
who were summoned to attend Rubinstein 
applied oxygen, but he died in the arms of his 
wife and brother · in- law. He had long suf- 
fered from ahronle asthma, He will prob- 
ably be buried beside Gtinka in the Monas- 
tery of Alexander Nevsky.

The difficul- 
ties which relate to the boundary will all be 
settled diplomatically and a delegation is now 
on ite way to Mexico via this city. 

The Mexican war-ship Zaragosa, which is 
in the drydock here undergoing repairs, will 
be sent south as soon as possible to look out 
for Mexico’s interests on the Western coast 
in case of war with Guatemala. The work on 
the Zaragosa was proceeding ina most leisure- 
ly manner when advices were received to get 
it ready for sea immediately. This is in an-

Refers to Permanent Bridges. 


The resolution of Dec. 5, 1891 (paga 279 of 

proceedings), referred to as deciarative of the 
poliey of this board, does not bear out the con- 
struction put upon it.

The expression is 2 permanent bridges,” 
the implication bei that occasion might aris> 
where stationary bri would be, to serve some 
particular purpose, desirable. Precisely 
exigency is before us, and the atent 
necessities of the situation have forced 
upon us the conclusion that the interests of 
the district will be best subserved by canstruct- 
ing for the preseut fixed or stationary bsidges 
where bridges across our channel are napded. 
whiie at the same time ahating no jot or tittle 
from the determination to construct a great 
channel which shall conform in every particular 
te the specifica s im upon us by our 
statutes, which shali secure to Chicago and this 
district the benetits sought to be attained and at 
the same time assure to the people of the IIlinois 
Valley and of the whole State such a channel as 
shall, with some additional outlay, be rea 
adapted to transport any vessels which can be 
borne upon its waters so soon as the General 
Government shall have so improved the Des- 
plaines and Lilinois Rivers as to make it possible 
oe Rare any through navigation of any charac- 


ives under the 2 favorable hypothesis that 
can be framed—vi that the General Govern-

ance with all the specificadons of the law and 
more have beeu provided for? 

The amended report of the majority, offered 
by Trustee Cooley, was in part as follows:

The first effect of such a waterway will un- 
questionably be disappointing, as time will be 
— — to change established courses of traffic 

to adapt the facilities of transportation at 
local points to the new conditions, but the ulti- 
mate effects need not be doubted. If any one 
policy of the United States Government is better 
estabiished than any other itis that the bridge 
problem on our navigable rivers must be taken 
care of wellin advance of the actual needs of 
commerce, or that commerce will never develop, 
andit may be definitely stated that if fixed 
bridges on the Illinois River route are to wait 
until an actual commerce requires them to be 
swung they will never be chan 

The effect of opening the Sanitary Channel is, 
through its water supply, to extend river naviga- 
tion through the Illinois below Utica, a distance 
of some 230 miles from the Mississippi, over 
whieh there is no fixed bridge problem, thus 
leaving a gap of sixty-two miles between Utica 
and the end of the Sanitary Channei at Lockport. 
The situation over the seven miles between the 
end of the channel and Barndon’s bridge, at the 
head of Lake Joliet, through t the City of Joliet, 
should work out in connec with the future 
development of water power, as an incident of 
navigation. Between the head of Lake Joliet 
and Utica, a distance of fifty-five miles, the 
stream is crossed by five highway and 
two railway bridges only, and it is a 
ques as to whether any expense will 
attach when it becomes necessary to convert 
these into movable stractures. The bridge ques- 
tion on this route for practical purposes is there- 
fore the problem from Lake Joliet to Lake Mich- 
igan, a distance of forty miles. 


Need It from the North. 


With the inauguration of the Sanitary District 
project the people of the IIlinois Valley have 
looked for navigation to be extended to them 
from the north rather than from the south. 
Their best present market is in this direction 

it would seem to be in the commercial inter- 

of Chicago that the waterway should develop 

— Chicago rather than to have it develop in a 

manner to encourage traffic in the opposite direc- 
tion to the detriment of our city. 

If the argument is made that movable bridges 
are of no use on the Sanitary Channel until the 
river is developed over the next sixty miles that 
reasoning acquires ten-fold force when applied 
from the IIIinois paler standpoint. It can be 
aileged that effort is useless in view of the bridge 
obstructions along the Sanitary Channel and the 
Chicago River and in Joiiet, obstructions that 
will increase with the growth of the city, and 
that it will cost more to correct at a future time 
than the entire cost of fourteen foot of water 
from the head of Lake Joliet to Utica, and the 
opinions of the last two engineer officers at this 
station can be cited to show that the obstructions 
in the 8 — are well-nigh insuper-

Habeas Corpus Awarded, 

Mount Vernon, III., Nov. 21.—[Special. In 
the Supreme Court today a writ of habeas corpus 
was awarded on the petition of F. W. Smith of 
C a convict in Pthe Joliet Prison. In 1889 
Smith was indicted for conspiracy. In February, 
1890, be entered a plea of guilty, but on testify- 
ing in other matters he was permitted to go 
hence, no judgment being entered on the plea. 
In August, 1803, the case was stricken from the 
docket. Thirty days later the case was redocketed 
and Smith arrested on a capias. He attempted

WHY MOARVER BEOAME AN INFIDEL 


Chief Witness Against Tennessee's Lynch- 
ers Thus Avoids Testifying. 

Memrpnis, Tenn., Nov. 19,—[New York 
World.] — The efforts to convict the thirteen 
men indicted for the lynching of six negroes 
near Kerrville, Aug. 31, came to a sudden 
stop today by the declaration of the principal 
witness, Robert A. McCarver, that he had no 
religious beliefs, and hence he could not gual- 
ify asa witness. After Attorney-General Pat- 
terson recovered himself he had McCarver 
arrested on a charge of perjury, and he is now 
in jail. His father is Sheriff, but on account 
of his friendship for the men on trial for the 
lynching the immediate custody of the pris- 
oners has been intrusted to Gen. Kellar Au- 


derson. 

It will be remembered that the theory of 
the prosecution is that the six negroes were 
arrested on a 2 of burning barns for the 
express purpose of giving the defendants, in- 
cluding Deputy Sheriff Richardson and a 
number of weil-to-do pl anters, an opportunity 
to lynch them. 

Previous to today young McCarver has testi- 
fied that he was invited by defendants Smith, 
Berry, and Sisley the Wednesday before the 
lynching to take partinit. He said that 
he told them he would only be too glad to go, 
but he consulted Chris Hoffman, who, like 
him, isa butcher. Hoffman told him not to 
go and then informed Sheriff McCarver. The 

heriff never gave this clew to the grand jury, 
but Hoffman did, and it was finally published 
in the papers. 

Young McCarver at first denied before the 
grand jury that he had made any statement 
to Hoffman, He was immediately arrested 
for perjury. He persisted in professing ignor- 
ance, but finally Attorney-General Patterson 
brought Hoffman in one door and McCarver 
another, making them face each other before 
the foreman of the jury. McCarver then 
brokedown and confessed the details of the 
whole plot, relating how Richardson had 
agreed with Smith to arrest the negroes, bring 
them overland towards Memphis and allow 
them to be killed. 

Judge Cooper placed McCarver under a 
bond of $10,000 to appear at the trial asa 
witness. When defendant Strickfadden made 
a motion for bail young McCarver testified 
again to all the details. 

Many thought that when the trial came and 
McCarver was placed on the stand he would 
perjure himself, and by taking a penitentiary 
sentence 2 a Damon to his lynching 
friends’ Pythias. However, he assured A 
torney-General Patterson that he would tell 
the whole truth and the State felt easy. 

The time came today. While the clerk was 
in the act of swearing McCarver Gen. Luke 
E. Wright, chief counsel for the defense, said: 
„Stop; I want to test this witness’ compe- 
tency to testify.” ; 

The jury was excused and McCarver told 
Gen. Wright that he did not believe in God, 
heaver or hell, He said he believed that man 
—— no soul that he died as the cow or horse 

ied. 

Gen. Peters, assisting counsel for the State, 
probably the shrewdest cross-examiner in the 
South, when he had recovered from his aston- 
ishment, labored with the witness for an ‘hour, 
but could get no intimation from him that he 
believed he was any higher in the spiritual 
scalo than a hog. 

McCarver said his infidel readings were con- 
fined to one-half a page from the writings of 
Ingersoll. 

* Do you believe as Ingersoll does?” asked 
Gen. Peters. 

„Me object,” said Gen. Wright, for the de- 
fense. ‘ lngersoll is not before the court.“ 

If McCarver had answered in the affirmative 
lawyers claim that he would have qualified, 
for they say Ingersoll could testify under the 
laws of ‘Tennessee, 

When the witness was excused Col. Gantt 
offered the court a prepared brief on the 
22 Attorney-Generai Patterson spoke 
sharply of this proof that the defense had had 
foreknowledge of what McCarver had done, 

The Attorney-General admits that unless he 
can McCarver to state some kind of a be- 
lief he cannot testify. The whole theory of 
the State is based on McCarver’s confession, 
as all of the testimony except that to be given 
by McCarver is regarded as secondary.

DISOOVERY OF A WAR EXPLOSIVE. 


Navy Officials to Test an Invention That 
May Have Terrible Effects. 
Wasutneton, D. C., Nov. 20.—| Special. ]—A 
new vista of explosive warfare wiil open, so 
the military experts say, whenever there 
shall be invented a safe and practical means 
of firing from our big guns shells containing 
the higher explozives. Within the last few 
days Commodore Sampson, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Ordnance of the Navy Department, 
has had under consideration a proposition to 
fulfill these long-sought conditions in a new 
shell, carrying a new explosive that is 8 per 
cent higher than No. 1 dynamite, or any ex- 
plosive heretofore known, and which the fir- 
ing force of the most powerful guns is not 
prematurely to explode. Workmen have be- 
gun the construction of several of these shells 
and when completed they are to be tested. 


The new explosive is the product of the 


laboratory of the Corcoran Scientific School, 
of the Columbian University, and is so com- 
posed ofa dark liquid and a white powder 
that while the two are kept separate the 
liquid is as harmless as water and the pow- 
der lees hurtful than so much sand. And 
even after being mixed the composition can- 
not be exploded by any ordinary physical 
blow or impact, but yields up its tremendous 
hidden energy only to the’still small voice of 
a fulminate of mercury percussion cap. No 
cannon, however strong its jacket, could for 
an instant withstand the explosion of 
an ordinary shell load of _ this 
new compound; hence the naval 
authorities would have no use for it 
in ordnance work were it not accompanied 
by a new shell devised successfully to carry 
it out of the gun making the d rte and 
gins gg to explode the substance either 
in midair or on striking the target. Precise- 
ly this is what is expected of the new shell 
soon to be tested, the mechanism of which 
was recently patented as the invention of G. 
M. Hathaway, an inventor of considerable 
note, From the somewhat incomplete de- 
scription obtained of Hathaway’s high ex- 
plosive shell it appears its mechanism is 
designed to mix the liquid and the solid parts 
of the new explosive after the shell leaves 
the muzzie of the gun and to cause tne explo- 
sion of the shell subsequently. 

The explosion, when it does take place, is 
the result of timed fuses passing from the 
point of the shell to the rear of shell, a 
rear end explosion of a shell being something 
now unknown, but much desired, in military 
ordnance. The army and navy experts will 
watch with almost breathless interest the re- 
sults of the trial of the new high explosive. 
In connection with the shell there is alsoa 
hand grenade constructed to do, on the same 
principle, its deadly work at short range. 


JONES VISITS THE POSTOFFIOE. 


First Assistant Postmaster-General Sees 
the Werkings of the Local Office. 

Frank H. Jones, First Assistant Postmaster- 
General, was a visitor at the Postoffice yester- 
day. Mr. Jones has been at his home in 
Springfield since the election and will return 
to Washington today. Postmaster Hesing 
took him through the Postoffice and showed 
him the practical working of the new postal 
system which was introduced last July with 
his approval. In the tour of the building the 
First Assistant Postmaster-General visited 
the new reading-room for the carriers and 
clerks and made a speech to the 100 or more 
employés who happened to be there. He also 
sat with the Postmaster through the weekly 
meeting of the Postoffice Trial rd and saw 
the disposal of four cases for alleged infrac- 
tions of the rules of the service. Mr. Jones 
cordially approved the idea of a trial board, 
and said the example of the Chicago office in 
establishing such a tribunal ought to be fol- 
lowed by other offices.

REVISE LAWS ON OORPORATIONS. 


Commission Puts in Shape All the Enact- 
ments Pertaining to Them. 
Yesterday’s session of the Illinois Statutory 
Commission was devoted to the consideration 
of the chapter on Justices and constables, 
but as the subject was not finished the com- 
mission declined to give any account of its 
proceedings. It gave out, however, the re- 
port it will present to the Legislature on the 
chapter on corporations, considered last Tues- 

day. The report is as follows: 

The Commission on Statutory Revision has 
found that the great labor involved in the revis- 
ion of the various acts relating to corporations 
consisted in the intelligent classification of the 
several acts rather than in the elimination of 
superfluous matter or the injection of new limita- 
tions or restrictions. It has been necessary, 
therefore, to consolidate into one act all the va- 
rious statutes enacted since the adoption of the 
present Constitution, and in order to do this in- 
telligently the commission has divided the law 
of corporations into nine separate articles, ali 
under the general head of corporations, and in 
their aggregate including not only the corpora- 
tions heretofore organized under the general 
incorporation act, but also those organized un- 
der the various other statutes subsequently en- 
acted which number in the ate not 
less than seventeen different acts of the General 
ag — of the State of IIlinois. 

There has long been doubt as to whether the 
provisions in our statutes for the dissolution of 
corpora s were general or applied only to 
those not for pecuniary profit. Tne commission 
has revised this section in such a way as to make 
— clearly apply to all corporations of whatever 
class. 

The amendment submitted in this report limit- 
8 power of voting stock as trustee seems 
to be specialiy demanded by the tendency of the 
times, the object of the amendment being to 
prevent the formation of trusts, which has been 
so often done by means of voting stock as trustee 
—notably in the instance of the Chicago gas 
trust case, which is still fresh in the memory of 
all Illinoisans. 

There being no longer any necessity for the in- 
corporation of companies for ways andsconvey- 
ers that part of the incorporation law has been 
ore re ed. 

All of the various laws relating to the incor- 
poration of companies in general having been 
consolidated in one act, under different articles, 
ail the other acts on the statute books relating 
to corporations are specifically repeaied. 

It has been thought proper to state specifically 
that cable, electric, and street railroads may be 
incorporated under the general acg as the 
present aw, which was enacted many years ago, 
mentioned horse and dummy railroads, but made 
no referencé to the cable and electric inventions 
me have been devel see that time and 
which are now principaliy © motive j 
ail the street 2 of large cities. .

‘to Be Good= ints of Foul Play Freely

The body of M. Gilbert Lindsey, a jewelry 
salesman employed by Hyman, Berg & Co., 
was found in the lake at the foot of Ninety- 
ninth street at 9 o’clock yesterday morning. 
How it came there is a mystery. It was dis- 
covered by George Gaughaa, No. 9792 Ave- 
nue J, and taken by the South Chicago police 
to Kreb’s morgue. 

When the news of the finding of the body 
first came to Mr. Lindsey’s employers they 
declared he had been murdered, Later indi- 
cations. however, pointed to suicide as the 
best explanation of Lindsey’s death, Nothing 
cfany value was found in the dead man’s 


pockets. He did not wear a watch, and his | 


pockets contained not a centin money. The 
South Chicago police disbelieve the murder 
theory, because no mark of. violence was 
found on the body. The skin on the face had 
been badly scratched in places from being 
washed about on the sand, but that was all. 
There were no marks to indicate there had 


been foul play. 

Mr. Lindsey was popular, drew a good sal- 
ary, and was associated with excellent people 
on the South Side, His employers say they 
know of no ble reason why he should 
have killed himseifl. He was a good salesman 
and enjoyed an excellent reputation amen 
his friends. One fact, though, that most o 
them seek to conceal is that Mr. Lindsey 
drank occasionally.. It is believed by some of 
his friends he became intoxicated, wandered 
away in a fit of depression, and put an end to 
his life by plunging into the lake. 

He had not been at work since last Frida 
night.. The following morning he sent wor 
to his employers from the Hotel Metropole, 
where he lived, that he was ill and would rot 
come down-town. He had not been at his 
place of business since. At 10o0’clock Tues- 
day morning, when Lindsey was last seen at 
the Metropole, he deciared, in answer to an 
inquiry from the clerk, that he was feeling ex- 
ceedingly well, that it he felt any better he 
could not stand it.“ In the interval between 
Friday night and the time when he was 
last seen at his hotel, Tuesday morn- 
ing, it is quite sure he had been drinking 
heavily. The hotel people are reticent about 
answering questions the clerk who last 
saw Lindsey says he does not know with 
whom he left. An intimate friend who saw 
him Monday night admitted, reluctantly, 
though, that although he did not think Lind- 
sey was intoxicated, it was quite evideut he 
had been drinking. How he came to get in 
the lake at South Chicago is a mystery that 
no one now can answer. He must have gone 
there, for his body could not have been 
washed down from town with the winds blow- 


ing in the direction they have been during 


the last few days. 

Mr. Berg of Hyman, Berg & Co. went to 
South Chicago immediately upon receivi 
news of Mr. Lindsey’s death and remain 
there all the rest of the day learning what he 
could of the tacts in the case to present to the 
Coroner’s jury, which will hold az inquest at 
7 mor at 10 o’clock this morning. 

e identified the body at once as that of Mr. 
Lindsey. He was not able to learn anything 
and neither were the South Chicago police 
that would indicate. Lindsey had met with 
foul play. 

Mr. Lind:ey’s Life, 

Mr. Lindsey was unmarried. He was 40 
years of age, 5 feet 10 inches tall, and good 
looking. He wore a mustache and an imperial 
and his hair was dark, but be was bald quite 
a distance back from his forehead. His 
home was in New Haven, Conn., whence he 
came to Chicago seven or eight years ago. 
For six years he was employed as salesman 
for Giles Brothers. A year and a half ago he 
went with Hyman, Berg & Co. and in both 
places was considered as an extremely valu- 
able man. His family is said to be among 
the best in New Haven, 

„can hardly believe Lindsey committed 
suicide,” said H. S. Hyman. “* re was no 
possible reason thatIcan think of for his 
doing so. He was an excellent man, had good 
habits, drew a good salary, and moved in the 
best society. He could not have had financial 
troubles, for he had no family to support, and 
his salary was quitealarge one. He was 
careful in his expenditures and honorable in 
all things. He was one of the best men in 
— employ and everybody about here liked 

im. 

The same opinion of him was expressed 
by the people about Giles Bros’., except that 
it was there learned Mr. Lindsey occasion- 
ally drank to excess. It was believed there 
he had gone out while on a spree and wan- 
dered away to the lake or had been enticed 
there by some one who expected to find a sum 
of money on him. 

The family at New Haven has been notified 
and will probably make arrangements for the 
funeral efter the inquest tomorrow. 

While the story of Mr. Lindsey’s death was 
being discussed at Hyman, Berg & Co.’s a 
rumor became current that that tirm had been 
robbed of $30,000, Mr. Lindsey’s name was 
not connected with this affair, however, and 
the report was denied sre orien rig d by the 
firm. It started by a telegram from Mr. 
Berg’s brother-in-law in New York, who wired 
to know if the firm had been robbed. 

There is not the slightest foundation for 
such a story, said Mr. Hyman. ‘“ This firm 
has not been robbed of 830,000 or of one 
cent. That report is pure nonsense. It was 
1 invented to find some excuse for 

indsey’s killing himself, but it is without 
ene atom of truth.“ 

New Haven. Conn., Nov. 21.—M. G. Lind. 
sey, whose body was found in Lake Michigan 
at Chicago today, left this city ten years ago. 
He was employed by the G. H. Ford com- 
pany and was known in society here and in 
Meriden, where his parents reside. Later he 
entered the employ of a New York jewelry 
house and as traveling representative of the 
firin was well-known in the trade throughout 
New England. 

Cincinnati, O., Nov. 21.—William M. Bag- 
ley was arrested here Monday and taken to 
Chicago without requirmg requisition papers 
charged with stealing a watch and other jew. 
elry amounting to $350. Sensational dis- 
patches were sent out that Bagley had stolen 
$35,000 worth of diamonds from Hyman, 
Berg & Co., Chicago. An unknown woman 
traveling as his wife said the jewels were 
buried near Elgin, lil. Bagley is said to have 
worked for Hyman, Berg & Co. for years, and 
when the firm opened a branch at Forty- 
seventh street and Evans avenue he beeame 
manager of it, from which he is charged with 
securing jewelry.

DEIMEL NOW WANTS HIS LIBERTY. 


Lack of a Jtary Trial in a Debtor’s Case 
Alleged as Cause for Habeas Corpus. 

Rudoiph Deimel's attorneys went before 
Judge Allen in the United States District 
Court yesterday and secured a writ of habeas 
corpus. In the writ the United States Mar- 
shal was directed to bring the prisoner into 
court this morning at 10 o’clock when Judge 
Allen will hear arguments on the legality of 
Deimel's arrest. Ihe latter in his petition 
for the writ says July 23 Julius and Salo Stro- 
heim secured a judgment against the peti- 
tioner and his brother, Joseph Deimel, for 
58.500 and costs. The case was tried by 
Judge Bunn of Wisconsin, who was sitting in 
Judge Grosscun’s court. The petitioner says 
the case was tried by the Judge without a 
jury and the judgment rendered by the court, 
although the defendants did not waive their 
right to a trial by jury. The petitioner fur- 
ther alleges that a writ of capias ad satis- 
faciendum, upon which a debtor can be taken 
into custody in default of payment, is not 
legal unless it is issuéd upon a judgment ren- 
dered after a trial by jury. Upon this ques- 
tion, which will be argued before Judge Allen 
today, Deimel expects to obtain hia liberty. 
Deimel was not released on bail after the 
writ of habeas corpus was issued, but re- 
mained in the custody of the Marshal. The 
two Deimels are in business in Wabash ave- 
nue under the name of the National Parlor 
Furniture company.
